Church Attendance Continues to Gain 

From September 1 through the second 
Sunday in January one year ago the church, 
attendance exceeded 1,000 nine times. This 
year, for the corresponding period, it has 
exceeded 1,000. ieleven times. One year ago 
eight Sunday mornings were above 1,000 
and one above 1,100. This year six have been 
in excess of 1,000, four more have exceeded 
1,100, and one has topped 1,300. 

Two years ago the morning attendance 
was greatly stimulated during the period of 
radio broadcasting. If the attendance is thus 
stimulated again we may expect a church 
crowded beyond capacity during the entire 
Lenten period.

WORK IN OKINAWA 

Despite the terrible devastation of Oki¬ 
nawa during the war which destroyed 94% 
of the church buddings on the island, there 
has been a tremendous post-war growth in 
the Christian movement there. (Before the 
war there were 18 congregations and 800 
church members. Recent reports state that 
there are now 40 congregations with 2,300 
baptised Christians, and 3,300 others inter¬ 
ested in joining the Church. There are also 
four Bible groups which twill probably de¬ 
velop into regular congregations. At present 
25 pastors, most of whom have already been 
ordained, are working in the churches. This 
growth in Chrisitian interest is probably due 
in part to :a bridging of denominational bar¬ 
riers. After the war Christians in Okinawa 
requested that there be no denominations, 
but one Union Church. Heretofore there had 
been only Baptist and Methodist churches in 
Okinawa. These groups and the Foreign 
Missions Conference favor this plan of un¬ 
ion, and are working toward it. Plans are 
being made to send imissionaries to the island, 
but at present none have arrived; and Robert 
■Smith, Itihe Church World Service represent¬ 
ative, is the only American churchman on 
ithe island.

THE NEW INDIAN REPUBLIC 


Sherwood Eddy 


In our journey around the world we found a new Japan, a new Korea, a new 
Ceylon; hut none of these was so striking as the new India whose almost complete 
transformation we are witnessing. When I landed in India fifty-two years ago in 
1896 , it was the most conservative, impoverished land in the "changeless East". It 
was paralyzed under the doctrines of Karma and KLsmet and self-imprisoned under the 
curse of caste which was a har to all progress. I saw Lord Curzon land in Bombay as 
one of the last of the proud, autocratic Viceroys of the old unchallenged Empire, 
which repeatedly claimed superiority in race, in military, economic, social, moral 
and religious achievements. Many years later I went to see Gandhi in his ashram where 
he was training a handful of followers to lead India to freedom by non-violent means. 
As described by Sir George Lloyd, the Governor of Bombay, Gandhi was a "little shrimp 
of a man" weighing ninety-six pounds, with no weapon, no wealth, no influence; nothing 
but a thing incomprehensible to the materialistic West,- "truth-force" or "soul-force". 

Sir George Lloyd when he was Gandhi's keeper, had refused to let me see his 
prisoner. Gandhi had already spent years in prison in South Africa and India. Yet 
this seemingly impotent prisoner - at one time in prison in British India with thirty 
thousand of his fellow patriots - was to wield a force stronger than the most power¬ 
ful empire on earth. Washington won the liberation of the American colonies from 
Britain by seven years of war; Gandhi won the liberation of India by thirty years 
of non-violent spiritual leadership. 

If India had to lose her independence, it was fortunate that she was under 
the rule of the British, for they were the best foreign rulers in the world. I 
believed during my fifteen years of residence there, that India furnished the finest 
example in history of the government of one people by another. British rule was far 
more liberal than the stubborn, imperialistic rule of Holland in Indonesia, or than 
the graft-ridden rule of France, the cruel despotism of Spain, or that of degenerate 
Portugal in their respective colonies. Gandhi was also fortunate that Britain had a 
conscience to which he could appeal. Stalin would have snuffed him out in a day, as 
so many other innocent men had been put to death under the slimy Yagoda or the 
fanatic Yezov, chiefs of police, or Stalin could have worked Gandhi to death in 
slave labor camps. But "good government is no substitute for self-government". 

Sir John Seeley said in his "Expansion of England": "Subjection for a long 
time to a foreign yoke is one of the most potent causes of national deterloration ." 

As the prophet of his day, Gandhi realized that parasitic India was steadily deteri¬ 
orating nationally. Britain had crippled India's textile industries that had once 
kept millions employed, placing a seventy per cent duty in England on India's fine 
fabrics, but not allowing her even one per cent protective tariff against the dumping 
of Britain's machine-made cotton goods upon India's millions. The British had 
prevented the adequate development of heavy industry in India, as they had in the 
American colonies. The lack of scientific agriculture and the landlord system which 
had increased under the British, had crushed the peasants into ever deeper poverty. 
Nehru wrote five years ago that the average per capita income in the whole of India 
was but $20 a year, and among the peasants only $10 a year. (The per capita income 
in the United States in 1947 was 160 times greater than that of the Indian peasant.) 

If the American colonists had adequate grounds for the Declaration of Independence 
and the seven years of armed resistance in their Revolution, in my judgment India 
had a case ten times as strong as America. It will be to the everlasting credit of 
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the Labor Government of Britain that they saw this, and wisely and generously gave 
India full freedom without any resistance. The British Labor Party was the first to 
realize that the day of imperialistic empires had passed forever. 

During India's three decades of determined, non-violent revolution I had 
the privilege of being entertained in the home of Nehru, in the midst of his fourteen 
terms in prison which totalled eight long years, during which time three members of 
his family came out of their imprisonments to die. We are on our way now to Delhi 
to meet Nehru, no longer a prisoner but India's brilliant Prime Minister. Owing to 
the pride and intransigence of Jinnah, aided and abetted by Britain's policy of 
"divide and rule", we shall find a divided India. Due chiefly to the bitter hatred 
in Jinnah's heart, we shall find the sad results of the brief period of madness when 
several hundred thousand Hindus, Moslems and Sikhs were slaughtered, and over ten 
million were driven as homeless refugees to the severed part of India. But due to 
the humanity and statesmanship of Nehru and his cabinet, and above all to the compas.-- 
sionand fasting of Mahatma Gandhi, this killing and hatred have now ceased, and India 
is settling down to live in peace. When the bitterness is forgotten, India may some 
day be united again. 

I remember talking with Gandhi about the extreme difficulty of having 
an independent Indian army led by either a Hindu or a Mohammedan. But I find today 
that such an army is being successfully led by a Hindu Commander in Chief, and that 
he won a swift and almost bloodless victory in the intransigent state of Hyderabad. 
When I see the caliber of the cabinet of the Central Government and the leaders of 
the new India, I am reminded of the great founding fathers of the American nation. 

In the case of Nehru and Gandhi, (whose influence is far more powerful in India today 
than even that of the present Prime Minister or the Governor General) my mind goes 
back to the brilliant groups in the Athens of Pericles. Gandhi himself I would place 
on a higher moral plane than either Socrates or Plato. 

The 562 Indian states which had been mostly governed by irresponsible auto¬ 
cratic rulers, and which long seemed an almost impossible obstacle to a united, 
democratic India, have been reduced to about thirty manageable units within the Indian 
Union. I am writing at the moment in the midst of the tropical beauty of the State 
of Travancore down on the southern tip of India. This state has seen the handwriting 
on the wall, got rid of its reactionary Diwan, or Prime Minister, and is quietly 
settling down to loyal cooperation with the democratic central government. We have 
been the guests of Their Highnesses, the Maharajah and the Maharani of Travancore in 
the royal guest house, having been motored across this tropical state in the 
Maharajah's car. We enjoyed a frank interview with Their Highnesses, in which they 
asked advice on how to meet the growing menace of Communism which is spreading 
among their idealistic, inexperienced students, and among the ranks of discontented, 
•unemployed labor in this Indian state. We also enjoyed one state banquet with them. 

The young Bajah informed us that, unlike his predecessors, he no longer has 
to be weighed in gold and the gold distributed among the Brahmins, who once largely 
controlled the state in the days of caste-ridden superstition. The real ruler of 
this matriarchal state is the Bajah's mother, the Maharani. She is a versatile and 
shrewd woman of high intelligence and speaks beautiful English, discussing every 
problem, ancient and modem, with a keen sense of humor. She is a devout Hindu. 

The young Bajah goes each morning to worship the god in the Hindu temple to whom 
the whole wealth and well-being of the state is dedicated. I could see the smolder¬ 
ing rebellion of the Maharani as she described her interview with Gandhi, having to 
sit on the floor with him. And her resentment was evident at the present policy of 
the central government under the heavy hand of the great realist Patel, Vice-Premier. 
He is smashing the reactionary feudal policies of the former 562 Indian states and 
amalgamating them, into the new democratic India. The Maharani may persist in her 
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former reactionary feudal policies as did Chiang Kai-shek* or more probably* she 
■will share the spirit of revolution that is sweeping across India* Asia, and the 
world* and Travancore will enter the new Republic of India with a chastened, 
democratic spirit. 

Each night nearly two thousand attended our meetings in Trivandrum, the 
capital of Travancore. There were several hundred each of Hindus, Roman Catholics* 
Jacobite Syrians* (who claim their church was founded by the Apostle Thomas nineteen 
centuries ago) Reformed Mar Thoma Syrians* and one or two hundred Communists. The 
Communists listened quietly* waiting their time to call strikes or plunge India 
into conflict and chaos, in the hope of seizing the government as they did in 
Russia thirty years ago and in China this year. I found the Communists in India 
were working for three strategic classes; the students* the workers* (organized or 
unorganized) and the peasants who compose nine-tenths of the population and live 
in the 700*000 villages of India. 

Before I had been many weeks in India I could see three titanic achievements 
of Mahatma Gandhi that loomed above all his other accomplishments. 1. In a way 
utterly unprecedented in history* within three decades Gandhi had instilled into 
the masses of India's four hundred millions a deathless determination for liberty 
such as Anglo-Saxons had acquired by slow growth from the Magna Carta and the Declar¬ 
ation of Independence. Completely by non-violent means he had torn these millions 
free from the strongest empire in the world, and had prepared them for a new 
democratic constitution of "The Republic of India", as a self-governing Dominion 
within a new Commonwealth of Nations. 

2. For more than twenty-five hundred years, from the day of the great 
Gautama Buddha* other people had ineffectually protested against the curse and blight 
of caste, as a bar to all progress. Gandhi brought to a climax a movement for reform 
that had been gathering headway for several decades, and he hurled himself against 
this age-long institution of untouehability to destroy it. He opened hundreds of 
temples and hundreds of wells to the long-excluded outcasts; and he fasted* in order 
that the blight of untouehability might be removed. This second great achievement 
of his life has now been consummated in the new draft Constitution whioh reads: "The 
State shall not discriminate against any citizen on grounds of religion* race* caste* 
sex or place of birth., .Untouehability is abolished and its practice in any form is 
forbidden. The enforcement of any disability arising out of 'Untouehability' shall 
be an offense punishable in accordance with law." Though it will take time to have 
this order accepted and enforced* it should be the final death blow to caste* and 
this result was achieved chiefly by one man. 

3* In contrast to Lenin's revolution of blood and iron in which millions 
perished in Soviet Russia* and in contrast to the Marx-Lenin-Stalin materialistic 
atheism which denies any moral order in the universe or moral obligation on the part 
of Communists, Gandhi founded his whole movement for revolutionary reform on the 
basis of a high ethical monotheism and the love of God and man. It was as a spirit¬ 
ual leader that he influenced an India that has always been deeply religious. The 
West has never understood Gandhi, nor has it I fear* ever fully understood Christ* 
or believed in Him enough to follow Him completely. Two decades ago I spent ten days 
with Gandhi. Since seeing his influence embodied in the life of the new India, I 
am constrained to say that in my judgment not only was he the greatest human 
personality I ever met* but he was the greatest spirit of our age. He seemed to me 
to combine something of three contradictory personalities in one person; Gautama 
Buddha* the loving Saint Francis of Assisi, and the rational revolutionist Thomas 
Jefferson. We heard the poetess Her Excellency Sarojini Naidu* new Governor of 
the United Provinces* when unveiling a bust of "Gandhiji" give her estimate of the 
three greatest spiritual leaders of the human race: Jesus Christ, Gautama Buddha and 
Mahatma Gandhi. Millions in India would agree with her. 
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Gandhi was however an offense and a stumbling-block to a multitude of people 
in the West because he was not an orthodox Christian* We have some seven hundred 
million Christians in the world to boast of- or apologize for- but I am inclined to 
leave to the Divine judgment and mercy this humble child of God, who I believe was 
among Christ's "other sheep not of this fold". Though I disagreed with him in much, 

I rejoice in this man who was, I believe, the very handiwork of God. He put to shame 
the vast majority of our seven hundred million Christians, who bear so little resem¬ 
blance to our crucified Galilean Master. To those who are not too proud to learn 
new truth that is not derived from any orthodox recognized authority, X would commend 
my friend Stanley Jones' new book, "Mahatma Gandhi: an Interpretation", (published 
by the Methodist Press, 150 Fifth Avenue, New York City.) X go the whole way with 
Stanley Jones in his interpretation of Gandhi, but I do not deduce as he does, the 
lesson of absolute non-resisting pacifism for America. I do not believe America is 
poisoned by the possession of the atom bomb", nor do I agree that we could credu¬ 
lously disarm, confident of throwing off the Bussian yoke "within five years", if the 
Soviet Union should try to conquer and crush an unarmed America. I know of no nation 
that could have thrown off the blight and curse of conquest by either Hitler or Stalin 
by Gandhi's non-violent means, or that could have been induced and enabled to try 
this method. 

We spent a week visiting Jaffna and Colombo in the beautiful island of 
Ceylon. Ceylon has become a Dominion, nominally like Canada or India, but she did 
not win her liberty by thirty years of heroic suffering and resistance as did India. 

I met some of Ceylon's clever politicians and observed the increase of bribery 
corruption, since Britain has given the people self-government. I was amazed at the 
spread of C ommuni sm, and I met leaders of the three Communist parties, one of them a 
Trotzkyite. Ceylon furnishes evidence that all Asia is in revolution; from India to 
the Dutch Indies and from China to Ceylon. But nearly everywhere, except where men 
like Gandhi and Nehru have led the revolution and have demanded not only political 
liberty but economic justice for the people, the revolutionary movement is Communist 
led, and follows a single pattern set by Mobcow. 

To our amazement we have found Communism appealing to and often penetrating 
the student body in every college we have yet visited in India. Last week in the 
American Mission College in Madura, South India, we learned that the Communist lead¬ 
ers of the students had demanded that all "selection examinations" be abolished. As 
these examinations were part of the University of Madras' system, the college had no 
power to change them. The Communists forcibly closed all classes, threatened to 
break the legs and arms of the students and to beat and knife any one not striking. 

Led by the Communists the campus went wild, stones flew and lives were threatened. 
Especially, the house of an American missionary was stoned. Finally a mob of four 
hundred students was scattered by the police who took charge of the campus. The 
college had been closed before we arrived. 

Here in the isolated Indian state of Travancore, the Communists called a 
similar strike in the Christian college I have just visited. The Communist leader, 

A. K. Thampi, son of a well-known judge, had been driven underground and sought by 
the police. He wrote this typical letter to the striking students: "Capture and 
paralyze your institution and stop its normal functioning... Don’t let them conduct 
any more examinations, but make them close the University. Start the attack from 
all sides on every issue. No leniency towards the bogus "religion" of your oollege, 
or the slave power of your State. Let no rules, morals and principles of the present 
society deter us. Without counting the costs, leap into darkness, into the bottom¬ 
less pit One of the striking things about this letter is that its writer has been. 
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at least until recently, known as a Christian. He was convinced that the demand 
for economic justice, made first hy the prophet Amos twenty-seven centuries ago, 
was fundamental, hut that Christians were completely blind to the need for justice 
and were making no demand for it. He observed that this was even more true of the 
Hindus and all other religious sects; and that even the Socialists were making no 
effective demand for justice but left that powerful weapon almost exclusively to 
the Communists. Accordingly he joined the Communist Party and when asked in his 
application questionnaire why he became a Communist, replied, "because I am a 
Christian". I have seen many students tread this path and become in time bigoted 
atheists and violent Communists who repudiated all moral principles. Since they 
could not serve two masters, they had discarded the moral order and the teaching 
of Christ and had wholeheartedly embraced the command of Lenin: "We must be ready 
for deceit, trickery, lawbreaking, withholding and concealing of truth." While the 
mighty weapon of the demand for economic justice is left to the Communists in the 
revolution that is now sweeping across Asia, I have found the Christians of India 
and Ceylon, like those of Japan, Korea and China, (where the graft-ridden government 
is now falling before the Communists) and for the most part, like the Christians of 
America, sitting quite complacently,- blind, deaf and dumb to any need or demand 
for justice. I believe that the call of the hour is to put our own house in order, 
to demand and to give justice to all. 

Despite the disturbing growth of corruption and the menace of Communism in 
India, on the whole I am encouraged by the achievements of the new India. As I hope 
to show in my next report, I think that these achievements compare favorably with 
those of the liberated American Colonies at the same stage of their history.

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REPORT OH ONE-DAY INSTITUTE SERIES WITH KIRBY PAGE 
MARCH 9-25, 1949 


On Friday night, March 25, wo hold in Staunton, Virginia, tho last of a series 
of twelve conferences under the lca„dcrship of Kirby Page that began on "Ma.rch 9 
in Atlanta. In several ways the series was amazingly successful and offers us 
good reason for thinking tho prospects for further extension of the Service 
Committee's program in tho South are very hopeful indeed. 

Evaluation of Institute Technique 

After this itinerary I am more convinced than over of the usefulness and important 
of the one-day conference as a technique for peace education. It docs make, when 
effectively done, a lasting impression on the community, and does leave a residue 
of inspiration, information, and "know-how” that is of groat significance for 
the development of a more effective peace movement. 

Tho ono-day institute - i«e., a supper meeting with address and forum, followed 
immediately by an evening meeting with address and forum - in which the Christian 
pacifist interpretation of international affairs and church folks* responsibilities 
are forcefully presented is of especial importance in tho South for throe reasons! 

First* we a.ro reaching through this technique people who are not 
reached in any other way. These are not just more peace meetings of 
the faithful "meeting goers" who arc already convinced. A groat 
majority of the 4,290 people with whom we had personal contact on 
this trip were total strangers to tho peace movement and to the pacifist 
message. To most of them the AFSC is very vaguely, if a.t nil, idontified u 
We had sessions in six cities where no "peace" meeting of any kind had 
been held for many months, and whore we had never been before. In each 
of these Kirby Page's message was a very "now" gospel.. In fact it was 
the first time in many a. moon about 90^ of all his audiences had heard 
the pacifist challenge. 

Second: our willingness to pioneer in exploring the frontiers of 
Christian living can and does have an effect on the official policies 
of Southern institutions, primarily tho churches, that is of tremendous 
value. It gives the liberal, elements in tho hierarchy of these institution 
something of a yardstick to hold up before their own official policies 
and actions that is helpful in moving them from where they are to whore 
they ought to be. 

Third: strengthening the courage of individuals to stand up and bo 
counted on tho side of the peace makers, when conformity is tho Southern 
password, is a very groat service our presentation of the Service 
Committee approach renders. Tho changing of "quiot pacifists" into 
evangelists for the cause, the encouragement of local programs, the 
gathering together of like—concerned persons in those communities is 
of great value. 


Kirby Pago As L eader 


This was my third swing through tho South with Kirby Page 
amazingly able spokesman for tho cause of Chrasinr'i j.Sfafh- 


sineo 3940c Ho is an 
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knowledge of political, economic, and social problems, his knowledge of church 
life in America, his penetrating analysis of current world affairs in terms of 
a Christian concern are most impressive. 

The institutes were centered around two topics, (a) "Can military Weapons Defend 
Us?", and (b) "What Does God Want Us To Do About Russia?". I find Kirby Page's 
presentation makes a tremondous impact on his hearers. In my judgment we will 
do well to use him as often and as widoly as possible. 

Difficulties of Securing a Hearing 

It is extremely difficult in many cities even to secure a place for the meetings. 
It is not at all unusual to have ministers and others turn down requests for use 
of church facilities because they are afraid to bo identified with any kind of 
peace message or because they are personally opposed. In Atlanta several eunrohr . 
were appoached before a place was found, (Refusals were for a variety of reasons „j 
Attempts to get into other cities mot with complete failure. Part of this was 
duo to the pacifist reputation of Kirby Page and part tc a general reluctance be 
have any speaker face the issues of a Christian-answer to the challenge of 
Russia and war. 


Reactions and Response 

The rosponso of those who did participate in the conferences is the most 
oncouraging sign I have seen in some time. With only one possible exception, 
the groups were warm, friendly, and gave Kirby f:.gc's frank and :.hnl?_onging 
call to a renunciation of militarism and to the •'mb’, ao 4 ?. q of Christian pacifism 
a thoughtful and considerate hearing. 

Finanoos 


The Service Committee's nation-wide agreement with Kirby Pago is an honorarium of 
$>40 for each day he actually spcak3. He takes care of all. his expenses. As the 
attached statement shows we netted a total of $2, 19 ^ 0 94 on the itinerary, counting 
in the $1,962.00 of pledges. A high percentage of those will probably be paid. 

Because we wanted to minimize the chances of a "flop" in seme of the new places, 
we spent more than is usually required for promotion. This experiment indicates 
it was well worth the expense., 

A special effort was made tc socuro regular monthly contributions. There 3 
pledges of $100 totals for the yoer., and seven for j/.O. Host of them, however, 
wore for one, two, and three dollars por month. 

Moral of t he Story 

The amazing fact about this trip is that we can preach as frank and bo]d a gospel 
as Kirby Page preaches, and raise money on it : These one-day confeiences are a 
good source of revenue, 

I bolievo we ougn - quickly new to multiply greatly the number of these’ conforon e 
If wo could find immediately a full-time associate secretary I see no reason why 
wo could not have at least a hundred conferences across the Southeastern Region 
during the next twelve months. Tho urgency of the situation makes imperative a 
more vocal, active peace movement in the U*S «and this is one offecti^o way of 
building it.*

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THE PROBLEMS OF INDIA 


Sherwood Eddy 


We have reached Delhi, the twenty-sixth and last city we are to visit in our 
three and one-half months in India, and tomorrow we are flying to visit three cities 
of Pakistan. On this last quiet Sunday, as guests of the Governor-General of India, 
we are sitting in the beautiful gardens of this magnificent palace, which was 
inherited from the viceroys of British India by the new Government of India. The 
fine buildings of Indian capital at New Delhi are in keeping with the grandeur of 
the old Delhi of Shah Jehan, the Mogul emperor of three centuries ago. The buildings 
of the period of Shah Jehan - the Taj Mahal at Agra, the Red Fort, the Pearl Mosque, 
the twenty million dollar peacock throne of the Imperial Palace in Delhi -are, in 
their dazzling beauty, among the great architectural achievements of all time* They 
are worthy to be compared with the Parthenon of the age of Pericles in Athens, the 
Gothic cathedrals of the middle ages in Europe, and the Rome of the Renaissance of 
Michael Angelo. 

The glories of the present Delhi are built on the ruins of seven earlier Delhis, 
that were the seats of seven or more kings and conquerors who ruled here. We were 
greatly moved when we visited the Khyber Pass, to the north of Peshawur, through 
which Alexander the Great invaded India in 326 B. C. But we recalled the almost 
endless series of invasions and conquests of India by Scythians, Huns, Turks, 

Persians and Mongols. We cannot forget that India has never been united, free from 
foreign invaders, and entirely self-governing at any period of her age-long history 
until the present bold democratic regime. Nor can we deny that there are cynics 
who do not believe that a modern, democratic India can survive. Genghis Khan 
captured Lahore and Tamerlane took Delhi. The same Mongols who built Peking and 
conquered China were called the Great Moguls in India. They built the chief of 
several Muslim empires that lasted for nearly a thousand years until it disintegrated 
and crumbled before the British, after Clive f s victory at Plassey in 1757- Only two 
of these many invaders and conquerors have left a lasting impress upon Indian 
the Great Moguls- who have left their mighty buildings and a Muslim population of a 
hundred millions whose ancestors were often converted at the point of the sword - 
and the British. 

Whatever may have been the inevitable defects of every foreign rule, compare 
with either the former conquerors or with all other foreign empires, the British 
with their Pax Brittanica did more for the people of India than any other power• 
Wittingly or unwittingly, Britain alone prepared India for self-government and 
independence, with a passionate desire for unity under the leadership of their great 
British-trained central cabinet. I have been glad to see the cordial feeling of 
goodwill towards the British, both in India and in Pakistan, despite the fact that 
so many of the Congress leaders and members of the central and provincial governments 
were so recently in prison. 

As I attended here in New Delhi the meetings of the Constituent Assembly, a 
Parliament in action, I waB deeply impressed. The members seemed to be more highly 
educated and to act with more political sagacity than in any other Parliament I 
had seen in Asia. English is still, and will be for a long time to come, the only 
common language known to all the educated, but it is hoped gradually to extend 
the knowledge of Hindi as the national language of India. A large proportion of 
the members of the Assembly who are members of the Congress Party, wore white 
Gandhi caps and coarse cotton homespun, and Gandhi 1 © influence upon India was 
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apparent everywhere. During the question period, when Pandit Nehru, the Prime 
Minister, was asked whether the Government of India had appealed to America for 
desperately needed financial loans and help through the extension of the Marshall 
Plan, Pandit Nehru replied, proudly and characteristically, that India was not 
going with a begging bowl in hand to any foreign nation for help. 

I was impressed by the caliber of the Cabinet of the central government. Two 
of the members were distinguished Christians, two were Muslims, one was a Sikh, two 
were from the former untouchable "scheduled classes", one was a distinguished Indian 
lady and the rest were Hindus, Brahmins and non-Brahmins. Four of them were out¬ 
standing: Pandit Nehru as Prime Minister, Patel as Deputy Prime Minister, John 
Matthai, the able Christian Finance Minister, and the brilliant Dr. Ambedkar> the 
Law Member, who is taking the lead in drawing up the new constitution. We found 
Pandit Nehru high-strung, quick-tempered, idealistic, the natural leader of the 
new India and the first modern leader Asia has ever had. He was wisely named by 
Mahatma Gandhi as his successor. I had the privilege twenty years ago of staying 
in his beautiful home in Allahabad, while he was in the midst of his many terms 
of imprisonment which took ten of the best years of his life. John Gunther, in 
his "Inside Asia", points out the inevitable conflicts in his character: "He is 
an Indian who became a western; an aristocrat who became a socialist; an individual¬ 
ist who became a great mass leader. As a modern man he faces the medievalism of 
India.. .Hardly a dozen men alive write English as well as Nehru". Nehru was idolized 
by the youth of India during the decade he was in prison struggling for independence 
from foreign rule, but it is impossible to keep up the fervid pitch of patriotism 
during the post-war period of indifference and growing criticism of the government, 
or to develop in the mass of the people an adequate sense of responsible citizenship 
in the short time since independence was won. Nehru is still, however, the only man 
who as a national and world leader can unite all classes in India, and his public 
addresses before the huge audiences that follow him everywhere keep the ideals of 
the new state before all and suggest solutions for India’s various problems. Some 
people believe that Nehru has a Hamlet-like hesitation in coming quickly to a 
decision upon difficult and crucial questions. 

Nehru is fortunately supplemented by Sardar Vallabhai Patel, the Deputy Prime 
Minister, who is a great realist and who haB shown signs of real statesmanship with 
deep discernment and bold swift action. His forthright dealings with the 562 Indian 
States, most of them feudal, medieval and backward, resolutely bringing some 530 of 
them into the framework of a united India within a year and a half, is the most 
brilliant achievement of the national government to date. The Sardar informed 
Anthony Eden, who was a guest with us at Government House, that India wanted to 
remain in union with the Commonwealth, provided she could do so as an independent 
Eepublic, which has already been decided upon in the new constitution. When the 
Prime Ministers meet in London in April they may seek some new formula that will 
preserve the unity of the Commonwealth and yet make it possible for India to remain 
a Eepublic, but this has not yet been evolved. 

In a personal interview Pandit Nehru told me of India's plans to develop long¬ 
term TVA projects with her immense potential water power from the Himalayas, and 
also short-term projects to improve Indian agriculture immediately. He said that 
the most pressing problem of all Asia is food. India's economic policy must be a 
mixture of both capitalism and socialism. For her water power TVA projects, key 
industries for defense, steel, coal, railways, shipbuilding, etc., there must be 
state enterprise. Nehru has not the least fear of socialism, which he feels is 
more needed in India than in Britain and in North America. But at the same time 
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there must be the fullest opportunity for the development of private enterprise 
that will encourage and hold the confidence of private investors. 

When I first arrived in India I was overwhelmed by the sweeping contrast, on 
the surface at least, between the old India I had known as a subordinate part of 
the British Empire, and the independent "Eepublic" of free India. But the longer 
I stayed and journeyed through twenty-six cities of India, the more the terrific 
and unsolved problems of India rose before me,- a sympathetic yet critical observer: 

1. There was first, the fact of India's abysmal poverty and her unsolved 
economic problems. Writing in prison six years ago in his "Discovery of India", 

Nehru quotes the only available estimate of India's per capita income as 65 rupees 
a year, and among the peasants 30 rupees a year. According to the present index 
number, this should be multiplied by 3 which would give the equivalent of an 
annual per capita income of about $80 for all India, and $37 a year as the average 
income of the peasants. This means that India is, and must remain for a long time, 
the poorest country in the world. Her budget this year of 322 croreB of rupees is 
only about one billion dollars, compared to the budget of the United States of 45 
billion dollars. Owing to the heavy expenses of the military campaign in Kashmir 
and the occupation of Hyderabad State, India's central government is spending 48.7 
per cent. of her income on defense. Even this is better than the 62 per cent. of 
the budget of the central government for defense under the British regime, as report¬ 
ed by the Simon Commission. When the huge cost of refugee settlement is added, it 
leaves a very inadequate proportion of the budget for education, public health and 
Bocial welfare. Owing to poverty and malnutrition the average length of life in 
India is only 24.7 years, while in the United States it is rapidly mounting from 

60 to 70 years. Of every 1,000 babies born in India, from 200 to 400 die during 
the first year. According to a recent Director-General of the Indian Medical 
Service, 20 per cent, of the population is starved to death, and 4l per cent, is 
poorly nourished. 

2. India is planning to give the franchise to all men and women of twenty-one 
years of age or over in the next general election in 1951. This will mean a terrible 
risk if the literacy rate in India is only 14 per cent., as Pandit Nehru informed me. 
Any unprincipled party like the Communists might hope to deceive or stampede illiter¬ 
ate voters in a general election. India would like to move rapidly forward toward 
free and compulsory primary education, and is even now training teachers for an 
advance in literacy, but all such advance is handicapped by lack of funds, since 

the Government cannot fail in the work of rehabilitating refugees nor out down the 
defense budget until the Kashmir quarrel is settled. 

3. An even more serious moral problem is the dangerous increase in bribery and 
corruption since independence, after the withdrawal of the British in both India 

and Pakistan. The premier of one province told me frankly of the dangerous extension 
of corruption in his province. The widespread demoralization during and after the 
last war, and the effect of rapidly rising prices, were deeply felt in India. The 
people, who had not been trained in responsible citizenship and in official effi¬ 
ciency, were not ready to assume immediately all the responsibilities of self- 
government. Consequently there was bound to be some increase of bribery and corrup¬ 
tion. This has been borne out by the testimony of reliable witnesses in everyone of 
the twenty-six cities that we visited in India and Ceylon. America may be prosperous 
enough to stand a little of such bribery and corruption, but India in grinding pover¬ 
ty and with widespread unemployment, is very vulnerable to Communist attacks which 
are pressed throughout the whole country. 

4. There is finally the staggering problem of Communism in India and in every 
other impoverished country in Asia. When we flew from China to India on Christmas Da; 
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l^st yeer> we had not expected to find Communism so advanced and organized* and 
appealing so widely to industrial workers* students* and even peasants in the 
country districts of India. China had twenty years of opportunity to put its house 
In order and to reform in accordance with the demands of Dr. Sun Yat-sen* but Chiang 
Kai-shek always stubbornly refused to do this, India and Pakistan* as Russia's 
immediate neighbors, are in a far more vulnerable position than China ever was* and 
will have no such period of security. Indeed, the next decade, and especially the 
next five years* will be the most critical period in India's history* similar to the 
transitional stage under the Continental Congress for America's thirteen jealous 
little states. For myself* I can only wish the peoples of India well as they are 
tackling their almost superhuman difficulties and problems with a degree of courage* 
intelligence and efficiency that promisee ultimate success if they can only survive 
and conquer the obstacles in this first critical period. 

We are nearing the end of our long journey across eight of the principal 
countries of Asia- the Philippines, Japan* Korea, China, Ceylon* India, Pakistan* 
and Turkey. Everywhere we have found the same pattern of imperialistic advance from 
Moscow across the whole of Asia. At the moment* China is falling* Burma is tottering 
and all southeastern Asia is in danger. As clearly as Hitler did in "Mein Kampf", 
Stalin has stated his position in his "Problems of Communism", of which thirty 
million copies have been circulated to all the educated leaders and youth of Russia. 
Stalin says frankly: "The Russian October revolution of 1917 was the first stage 
of world revolution and an immense platform for its further development". He says 
that the aim of Russia is the overthrow of the government of all other countries. 

He quotes with approval Lenin's declaration that war is inevitable in our imperial¬ 
istic world with "the proletarian revolution in Europe and the colonial revolutions 
in the East united to form a single revolutionary world front". The Communist one 
and only end now seems always to have been world conquest by world revolution. Ab 
with Hitler* the advance is to be by peaceful means and propaganda as long as 
possible* but by every known means of violence when it becomes necessary. Communist 
expansion is based on two principles; revolution from within* and when the time 
comes* as a last resort, invasion from without. The first Is socialistic and 
follows Marx; the second is nationalistic and imperialistic and follows the example 
of the Russian Czars, Ivan the Terrible and Peter the Great. 

More than thirty years ago. In the October revolution of 1917 j we watched the 
all-Russian Soviet Congress found the Union of the Soviet Socialist Republics, It 
was originally founded with two high ideals; economic justice through the social 
ownership of all means of production* and race equality. Communists still profess 
their original high idealism* especially in their appeal to inexperienced youth, 
urging them to demand economic justice for the poor everywhere. But whatever their 
claim, I have watched Soviet Communism become a world-menacing* expanding imperial¬ 
ism, taking country after country - as Hungary and Czechoslovakia- in defiance of 
the will of the majority. Now the Communists are expanding over the whole of Asia* 
by a plan based on a uniform blueprint made in Moscow. I have seen Communists 
gradually abandon their high idealism and sink lower and lower in five areas of 
life: 


1. During my fifteen visits to Russia I have seen the Soviet Union steadily 
harden into a ruthless police state , that controls every teacher* every class-room* 
every newspaper* all information given to the public* from behind a veritable "iron 
curtain". Practically all essential political and civil liberties are denied In 
this police state and are increasingly denied in every country the Soviet controls. 
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2. I have seen the Soviet Union pass through three awful purges , where appar¬ 
ently several millions have perished and some of my personal friends have lost their 
lives. Ten of the former lecturers to our American Seminar party have been executed 
and the high Secret Police officer, Krassikov, one of the last of the "Old Bolsheviks", 
with whom I used to intercede for my friends, was put to death. The third purge, or 
series of secret trials, has now apparently become endemic or permanent. 

3. I have seen the Slave Labor Camps , where one of my friends was imprisoned, 
develop, until today from ten to fifteen million wretched inmates lead a short¬ 
lived existence in what is probably the most hellish institution on earth. 

h. I have seen the dogmatic materialistic philosophy of atheism furnish the 
basis for the Soviet immoral policy where the end is held to justify the means, 
however cruel or inhuman. 

5. I have seen the above four principles furnish the foundation for Soviet 
expanding imperialism , which now menaces every country in Asia. Bribery and corrup¬ 
tion have overthrown China; they are menacing India and Pakistan. One of the leading 
British officials in one of these Dominions pointed out that this corruption might 
become chronic and be exploited by the Communists to produce temporary anarchy. This 
condition might then furnish an excuse to the Russian armies just across the border, 
to invade helpless Pakistan and India, with the ostensible motive of "restoring law 
and order", when the time comes for Soviet Russia to pass from the stage of revolution 
from within- which they always prefer- to invasion from without, their last resort. 

I hope to show more clearly this danger in my next letter, and I have tried to warn 
every audience in India, Ceylon and Pakistan against it. In spite of all the above 
evils that most of us see so clearly. Communism is making a powerful appeal to 
idealistic students and to the illiterate masses of India at this very moment.

PAKISTAN AND TURKEY 


Sherwood Eddy 


We have ended our eight months tour through the eight principal countries 
of Asia- Japan, Korea, the Philippines, China, Ceylon, India, Pakistan and 
Turkey. No two countries were alike; all were fascinating; some were tragic. 

After visiting twenty-six cities in India, we flew to Pakistan. We visited 
Lahore, its greatest center of culture; then Peshawar, on the border of Afghan¬ 
istan and Eussia. Here most of the conquerors entered India; Cyrus the Persian, 
Alexander the Great, then, for a thousand years, the Moslem invaders. Finally, 
we visited Karachi the capital, a modern city of a million people. Nearby are the 
ruins of Mohenjodaru, reaching back to a civilization dating from nearly 5,000 
B.C., (almost as old as Ur and Egypt) to remind us that India and Pakistan belong 
to the ancient East. 

Pakistan is the world's queerest and newest state, - save Israel, whose 
birth and entrance into the United Nations Pakistan deeply resents. Its area of 
357,683 square miles is equal to the combined area of France, Italy, Belgium and 
Holland; or the Btates of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin, Virginia, 
West Virginia and North Carolina. Its population of 76 million makes it the most 
populous Moslem state, second among the dominions of the British Commonwealth, and 
the sixth largest nation in the world. Its unenviable peculiarity is that It is 
torn in two into West and East Pakistan, separated for nearly 1,500 miles by India. 
With three-fourths of its inhabitants Moslems, Pakistan is the sole example in 
modern times of a state founded on religion, but thus far this Is proving a precar¬ 
ious foundation. 

Today only 14 per cent, of the population of India are literate, but only 
7 per cent, of the backward Moslems of Pakistan. Consequently, there are but few 
educated, experienced leaders in the latter country, and no adequate responsible 
electorate or citizenship to build a new democratic state. Pakistan has, however, 
an adequate economic base in that its areas grow most of India's wheat, rice and 
tea. Pakistan, therefore, can not only feed itself but can export food. It has 
a world monopoly of the richest money crop of jute, worth annually some $300, COO,OOCl 
It has the largest irrigated area of any country in the world, with its network of 
canals irrigating some 26,000,000 acres. It is, however, industrially very back¬ 
ward, lacking in factories, technique and capital. 

Whether the partition of India was necessary or not we may never know. Cer¬ 
tainly Gandhi and the Hindus resented the tearing apart of India as much as Abraham 
Lincoln resented any division of the States. Pakistan was the personal creation 
of one man, Mohammed Ali Jinnah, who insisted on this Moslem "Holy Land" to secure 
the rights of his backward people. He thundered; "Moslems are a nation and must 
have freedom from Hindu oppression. Moslems ruled Hindus for centuries'. Shall 
we let a subject people decide our fate?" Jinnah was a worldly, rich and clever 
lawyer, with little interest in religion or in orthodox Islam. While he was 
honest and above all corruption, there were two mainsprings to his character. The 
first was pride. When the British said that he was finished and was no longer 
the leader of Moslem India, he told his friends that he was going back to revive 
the Moslem League and that within two years the British would be compelled to 
come knocking at his door, - and they did come. The second mainspring of his 
character was hate. Jinnah was a reconciler between Moslems and Hindus so long 
as he was a member of Gandhi's Congress Party, His former private secretary told 
me, however, that later he became so consumed by hate, which communicated itselt 
to his followers, that this was responsible for the beginning of Communal slaughter 
between Moslems, Hindus and Sikhs. This led to the volcanic riots that left half 
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a million dead and over twelve million driven as homeless refugees across divided 
India and Pakistan* 

While this hatred may have started in Jinnah, it ended in Godse, the Judas- 
like traitor who shot Gandhi* This was done in order that the extreme political 
wing of the Hindus might wipe out the remaining Moslems and set up a bigoted 
"Earn Raj", or Hindu State, intolerant of other religions. While the slaughter 
between the communities has ceased, it has left a legacy of such hatred that 
Admiral Nimitz and the U.N. Commission will find that they are over a powder mine 
in seeking some solution of the arrested warfare in Kashmir. The press of India 
and of Pakistan have each propagandized their own people to look at totally dif¬ 
ferent sides of the same shield, until no decision can satisfy both peoples* The 
armies of both countries are not far from a war footing, and both governments 
have been spending a large proportion of their inadequate budgets on 11 defense T * 
During the first year, Pakistan spent 80 per cent* of her total revenues on 
defense; and this year India spends 44 per cent* of hers. 

What startled and shocked me most was the moral breakdown of Islam in 
Pakistan, evidenced in the widespread increase of bribery and corruption through¬ 
out the country Bince the withdrawal of the British. The people of Pakistan 
apparently fail utterly to realize the seriousness of the situation, located as 
they are on the very border of the powerful Soviet Union. The Prime Minister, the 
Hon. Liaquat Ali Khan, told me that the Government had dismissed the first Premier 
of Sindh, M. A. Kuro, a strong dictator and able leader, on charges of bribery, 
nepotism, inefficiency and favoritism. His successor, the second Premier, has 
already been dismissed on the same charges. Graft and corruption are far worse 
in East Bengal, which is dangerously situated between Communist-ridden Burma on 
one side and Communist-infected Bengal on the other. In West Pakistan, at the 
capital city of Lahore, the whole Cabinet was dismissed 11 for bribery and 
corruption", the Legislature was dissolved and government is now maintained by 
the Governor, an honest Scotsman, Sir Francis Mudie, of whom I formed the very 
highest opinion. It was pointed out, however, by the highest authority, that 
if the prevailing graft and corruption continue after the next elections, until 
the people become cynical and hopeless, and if the Communists can exploit this 
situation to cause temporary anarchy, Soviet Russia is just across the border 
and might find a convenient excuse to march in to Pakistan and India, benevolently 
"to restore law and order". That iB, provided the time has arrived when Russia is 
ready to pass from the present method of revolution from within, which was used 
so effectively to capture China, to the next stage - invasion from without, by the 
red army with rape and robbery. 

I was surprised to find that neither in Pakistan, in Turkey, nor in any 
other Moslem land had the level of spiritual life ever risen to the moral heights 
of Gandhi 1 s ethical monotheism, or to that of his best Hindu followers. In all 
the Moslem lands I have visited during the last half century, the failure of Islam 
seems to me to lie in its bigotry, its attitude to women, its attitude to war, 
the harsh legalism of the theocratic law of the Koran- that chains every Moslem 
country it dominates to the primitive conditions of seventh century Arabia,--and 
its moral failure. When I asked an outstanding Pathan Moslem convert from the 
fighting tribesmen on the border the cause of the moral failure of Islam in the 
widespread corruption of Pakistan, he reminded me that Mohammed himself in the 
Koran had justified the telling of a lie in three situations: 1. To please one s 
wife; 2. to obtain a benefit from an unbeliever; and 3« to save one's life. Such 
moral casuistry is nearer to Lenin's justification of the Communists' use of 
"trickery and deceit" than to Gandhi's standard of absolute truth. In any case 
it is certain that bribery and corruption are worse in Pakistan than in Inc .a, 
and that Islam faces a moral problem in every Moslem country. 
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I was impressed "by the character and ability of the Prime Minister of Pakistan 
and by several members of the Cabinet< ,Their desire is to form a broad and 
tolerant, modern democratic state and, th&y are confident that the Legislature will 
never vote for an intolerant theocracy, founded on the Sheriat law of the Koran. 
Such a bigoted theocracy, however, seems to be favored by the ignorant majority 
of Moslems in Pakistan. An influential Moslem leader in Pakistan asked my 
Christian friend if he would not sign a petitition that the whole state come under 
the law of the Koran. My friend said he must first ask two questions: Would he 
be free to preach his Christian gospel? "Certainly", replied the Moslem. Second, 
what would happen to the converts? The Moslem replied: "We will tend to them; 
we will stone everyone to death!" Another Christian leader informed me, however, 
that he did not believe that the ignorant orthodox Moslem majority would have 
their way in Pakistan. His own denomination alone had quietly baptized twenty- 
nine Moslem converts to Christianity during the last year, without any disturbance 
or protest in a single case. If this can be maintained, Pakistan may yet become 
the most tolerant Moslem state in the world; but the struggle is now on between 
the educated minority and the ignorant and bigoted majority. The odds seemed 
to me to favor the educated minority who are seeking to build a liberal democratic 
state. In any case, in view of all the unsolved problems of Pakistan, to throw 
light on her possible future I was anxious to visit the most progressive and 
enlightened Moslem state in the world, Turkey, s,nd so flew from Karachi to 
Istanbul, to spend a short time studying the reforms in old Constantinople and 
in the new Turkey. 


The Beforms of Turkey 


When I came out to Asia in 1896 , Abdul Hamid, (1876-1909) called by Gladstone 
"Abdul the Damned", was still on the throne of Turkey, as Sultan and Caliph of the 
Moslem world. He was a medieval tyrant over his police state, conducting his 
periodic Armenian massacres. Later, I saw the next Sultan, Mohammed VI, reviewing 
his troops before he fled from the Young Turks in revolution. I next visited 
Turkey in 1921, in the midst of the amazing reforms of the Gazi, Mustafa Kemal 
Pasha, who took the name Ataturk, Father of the Turks. Ataturk was the father 
of his country, as truly as Washington was of the United States, or Gandhi of the 
new India. Ataturk was a great general and nothing lees than a genius as a states¬ 
man for timing and knowing just how far and how fast he could go in his reforms. 

He took the last remnants of the shattered Ottoman Empire, that had once covered 
so much of Europe, Asia and Worth Africa, from Hungary and Poland to the Soudan, 
and created a new nationalist Turkey. As a benevolent dictator under a one-party 
system, he drove through the most amazing series of reforms known in the nineteenth 
century. 

After Ataturk was banished by the other jealous and ambitious Young Turks, he 
returned to Turkey in 1919 and founded his base and capital at Ankara, which was 
his Valley Forge. Though his troops and people were exhausted by eight long years 
of destructive war, he rallied and inspired his despairing Turks in the War for 
Independence (1919-1922). He drove the invading Greeks into the sea and forced 
the victorious British, French and Italian troops to leave dismembered Turkey and 
to recognize his sovereignty and independence in the Treaty of Lausanne. Then 
followed his bold and amazing series of reforms. He exiled all members of the 
Ottoman dynasty, abolished the Caliphate which had held the leadership of the 
Moslem world for 600 years, closed the sacred tombs of the Sultans and Moslem 
saints, broke the Dervish orders which had dominated the superstitions of the 
people, ridiculed the idea of Kismet , or blind fate, which paralyzed the Turks 
and prevented any sense of responsibility and possibility of progress. Out of 
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medieval Turkey he founded a republic and made himaelf dictator* head of a one- 
party rule of the Peoples Republican Party. He tried the experiment of a 
democratic opposition party* but had to postpone its realization until the people 
were ready for it under his successor. Ataturk aided the farmers who had been 
robbed and exploited by the Ottoman Empire for six centuries* introduced state 
socialism into the Constitution to develop new industries* and told the Turks 
they must enter business* which they had long despised. He took a nation 92 
per cent, illiterate* expurgated all Persian and Arabic words and the Arabic 
alphabet* adopted a new alphabet modeled on the Roman* and drove his people toward 
free compulsory primary education. In the census of 1935> 20 per cent, of the 
population over seven years of age were literate; in 19^-5* 36 per cent.; and 
today* 50 per cent, of the men and 22 per cent, of the women of Turkey can read. 
While unhappy in his personal relations with women* he emancipated the women of 
Turkey* gave them the vote and opened Parliament and all professions to them. 

When the fez was the symbol of medieval Moslem control* at the risk of his 
life he appeared in the most backward town in Turkey in a hat* told the people 
to throw away their fezes as the symbol of the Orient* pas Bed a law that the 
people should wear hats like the European headdress* and should turn their backs 
upon the reactionary East* and in future face the progressive West. When business 
in Turkey was handicapped by three holy days a week* Friday for the Moslems* 
Saturday for the Jews* and Sunday for the Christians* he boldly adopted Sunday as 
the weekly day of rest. 

In 1926 Ataturk abolished the holy Sheriat law of the Koran which was a 
barrier to all progress and adopted the Swiss civil code* the German commercial 
code* and the Italian criminal code* to break the control of reactionary Moslems. 

In 1$28 he had deleted from the Constitution that the religion of Turkey was ^ 
Islam* and deputies and officials no longer took the oath of office before Allah * 
but "on my honor 11 . All religious garbs were abolished outside places of worship* 
and religious lessons were long eliminated from Turkish schools. The result is 
that in this severely secular state* apart from religious instruction which is 
permitted to Christians and Jews in their own schools* the youth of Turkey have 
been growing up without any knowledge of their religion. They neither read the 
Koran* nor attend the five daily prayers in the mosques* nor know nor care about 
religion* save as it affects their united political community as Turks. In 
Ataturk*s finally amended Constitution* the Turkish State has six characteristics: 
It is republican* it is nationalistic* populistic* (a government of and for the 
people* though not yet by them) it is one of State Socialism* it is severely 
secular* separated not only from the Church but from all religion* and It is 
revolutionist and progressive* not static. All these sweeping and remarkable 
reforms Ataturk accomplished in twenty years with a minimum display of force* 
deliberately daring to change the mentality* the habits* the language and even 
the very dress of the conservative Turks, 

When I saw the President, Ismet Inonu* some twenty-six years ago when he was 
Premier* he described to me with a twinkle in his eye how he had defeated Lord 
Curzon and the European statesmen at the Treaty of Lausanne in 1923. He impressed 
me as a man governed by more sober Puritan morals than Ataturk ever was* but he was 
also a more conservative Moslem. He has taken some backward steps* as in 19^-2 
when his government levied a capital tax on non-Turks* taxing some Christians and 
Jews three times the amount of their entire capital and sending them to exile and 
work camps. There is still too much military and police control in Turkey* and 
the press is free only in theory. There is so much suspicion of foreigners that 
Turkey can expect no private investment of foreign capital. In theory there is 
freedom of religion for the individual, but the Turkish Government has an unreason¬ 
ing fear of organized iBlam; yet it has a strange and bigoted prejudice against a 
single Turk ever changing his religion. 
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In America we little realize the blessings of oui* religious liberty* Every 
year a few individuals become Moslems in the United States, a few follow Hindu 
swamis, and others embrace Bahaism. If any man wants to change his religion he is 
free to do so. We count this not our shame but our glory. But Turkey takes a 
position that is both medieval and bigoted in this matter. Most people do not 
care whether a Turk is orthodox, deeply religious, agnostic or atheist. But if a 
single Moslem becomes a Christian, the Turks regard it as almost political treason 
and they cannot conceive that a Christian may be as loyal a citizen as any Moslem. 
Several decades ago in a girls* school at Broussa, a Turkish teacher became a spy 
and published the diaries of several of the girls. Two girls recorded a new and 
beautiful experience of God through the teaching of Jesus, though none of them 
contemplated baptism or any change in her religion. Yet the publication of those 
diaries caused a volcanic upheaval in the press of Turkey and the incident was 
counted a national disgrace, as if it had been a political plot to overthrow the 
government. The missionary teachers had to leave the country and the mission 
school was closed forever. 

When I was in Turkey and Egypt three decades ago, large and fruitful meetings 
were possible, attended in the latter country by several thousand a night. Today 
no such meetings are allowed in either country. The leaders do not seem to care 
that their youth are growing up ignorant of all religion, and are often worldly, 
agnostic or immoral. That does not matter to them. But if a single student should 
get a new vision or experience of God, or should wish to become a Christian, it 
would be counted a national calamity. This strange attitude is a compound of 
intense nationalism and the bigotry that is a hold-over from Islam, It is not 
modern but medieval. It is not Western but a reminiscence of Oriental fanaticism; 
an anachronism quite unworthy of all the other glorious reforms of modern Turkey. 
Some day this will be realized by the Turks themselves, but it will take a long 
time. 


I am proud of the work of the American Board in Turkey, which began in 1820. 

At first they sought to reform and strengthen the ancient churches like tho Armen¬ 
ians, who had become corrupt. When their work was met by bigotry and persecution 
they were compelled against their will to form a Protestant Church. Today the 
American Board is still responsible for Turkey, though I have been disturbed to see 
how sects like Jehovah's Witnesses and the Seventh Day Adventists have been pressing 
into the whole mission field of Asia. The American Board must choose between two 
policies: 1. They can take the fundamentalist course of aggressive, orthodox 
evangelism. They can take the line of controversy, attack the evils of Islam, and 
try to prove by argument that they have a better religion. They can seek at all 
costs a few premature baptisms and a few martyrdoms, set all Turkey by the ears, 
have the missionaries evicted and put back the clock of progress for a generation 
or a century. Or, 2. They can come "not to destroy but to fulfil". They can 
live the Christlike life in their hospitals, schools and colleges. They can go, 
not prematurely to evangelize or even Christianize, in the political sense of 
tearing converts from another political community. They can in time permeate all 
Turkey with the spirit of Jesus, so that a good Moslem may study and accept the 
Old and New Testaments and may follow Jesus Christ in his whole life, leaving to 
his own conscience what he shall do about remaining in a given community, or 
changing it when the time comes. Before orthodox Christians condemn any mission¬ 
aries for following the second course, let them realize how almost completely they 
themselves are neglecting the hundreds of Turkish students who are studying in 
America in the best and most free environment on earth, where they are far more 
free than any Turk is in Turkey. In my own view, if Islam is often intolerant- 
though Christians were partly responsible for this through the brutality of the 
Crusades, etc.- it is unwise to take the first course. It is fatal to meet 
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intolerance with intolerance. Not the flaming zeal of Baymond Lull, who coveted 
martyrdom and was stoned to death for his polemic contention against Islam, hut 
the method of the loving St. Francis of Assisi should he our model. A missionary 
to the Moslem world has the supernatural task of incarnating the thirteenth 
chapter of I Corinthians. Even if he gives his body to he burned in martyrdom, 
it is no substitute for love. 

Space forbids me from dealing adequately with American aid to Turkey. Russia 
began to turn on the heat against Turkey four years ago by a campaign of slander 
and vituperation. She demanded back the strategic provinces which she captured 
from. Turkey in one of the thirteen wars she had waged against Turkey from 1677 "to 
19-14. Russia demanded a "joint" control of the Straits, urged the Turks to rebel 
against their government, and forced Turkey to partly mobilize her army and at 
great expense to maintain her forces in readiness for a possible Russian invasion. 
It was in Turkey's hour of jeopardy that President Truman wisely announced his 
program of American aid to Greece and Turkey, "for the maintenance of their 
national integrity and their survival as free nations". While in Turkey I learned 
enough of our military aid to that country, of our building of roads, of our 
increase of Turkey's agricultural production of foodstuffs for herself and for 
Europe, to be very proud of what our country is doing. We are now saving nineteen 
nations from sinking before Russia's imperialistic advance, by enabling them to 
feed themselves, to clothe themselves, and to defend themselves against the world's 
greatest menace today. 

As we complete our journey through the eight principal countries of Asia, I 
am filled with hope at the emergence of new countries, especially of Japan and 
Turkey on the eastern and western outposts of this vast continent. I think we 
are now winning the cold war in Europe and may even yet save most of Asia from 
Communist revolution. I believe we can thus avert World War III and work through 
the United Nations for ultimate peace, to be maintained ultimately by a federally 
organized world. I return to the United States from my journey around the world, 
as I began it, a Christian optimist.

Dear friends: 


Numerous responses from the letter which we mailed from the Field 
early in the spring remind us that it is time to get the next 'edition” on its 
way. It is always a temptation to begin by saying that we have been un¬ 
usually busy; but then, we have been busy ever since we came to Iran. And 
we know that all of you have been busy also. Hence it is not news to say that 
we have been busy. 

We have been giving attention and energy to the task of moving our 
classes into the front rooms of the former Hospital Building. - For the past 
eighteen months we have been conducting everything (Club work, Con¬ 
ferences, Recreation, Classes, Parties and Library) in two large ex-ward¬ 
rooms and five smaller ex-private rooms in the rear of the Building. Now we 
find ourselves beset with about 200 students who have enrolled in our 
English Classes. The activities of the Student Association continue unabated, 
and in the Autumn we shall open a dormitory which is being planned for 
Christian students from the provincial cities and towns. 

We have had a siege of plastering, carpentering and painting; and the 
rooms of the Hospital building, a fine building which was badly run-down 
because of several years of disuse, are now bright and clean and are admir¬ 
ably suited to our needs. We shall be 
able to have a sumrher session of 
classes now because our rooms are 
large, cool and airy, whereas we prac¬ 
tically closed down last summer due to 
the hot and cramped quarters which 
we had then. We are especially proud 
of the rooms in which we shall estab¬ 
lish our Library. The surgery section 
of the Hospital had four rooms with 
excellent light. We are making one of 
the larger of these into the stock room; 
another will be used as a Reserve 
room for special volumes; the third 
will serve very well as the Reading 
Room and the fourth will be the Librarian’s work room and office. All in

all, we are pleased with the possibilities of this plant. We deeply regret that 
the shortage of missionary doctors makes it impossible to reopen the Teheran 
Hospital, but we are grateful that it is possible for us to get on with our 
work without the agony and struggle of erecting our own plant. 

Some of you may wonder whether we have made -any "progress” in rela¬ 
tion to the Missionary purpose of winning followers for Christ. Aside from 
the fact that it is really a little too soon in the short history of the Founda¬ 
tion to give a sound answer, in the final analysis God alone can judge the 
effectiveness of our work. Last September we opened our English Classes 
with 17 students. We now have about 200 enrolled. A year ago Jeanette 
and I were working with only Parviz Hakim, a Persian-Jewish Christian, as 
our assistant.' We now have, apart from servants, 
a staff which consists of seven people as follows: 
Parviz Hakim , who has been with us for nearly 
two years; Tom McNair and Joe Stewart, our two 
American short-term teachers; Mrs. Erna Abdoh, 
a German girl, married to an Iranian, who serves 
as the office secretary; Victor Odeh, an Indian 
Christian, who is the Assistant in the English 
Department; Allen Bastan, a Christian who was 
won from Islam several years ago, will be in 
charge of our Dormitory when it opens in the 
Fall and has already joined the Staff in order to 
make plans for this new department of our work; 
Mahmoud Haghoyan, the son of a colporteur from 
Hamadan, who is responsible for our Buffet and 
for the Games and Athletic Equipment of the 
Foundation. I rejoice in these people who have 
joined us in this Kingdom enterprise. 

By way of building a unity of spirit and purpose we have instituted, 
under Joe Stewarts leadership, a regular weekly prayer service which con¬ 
venes every Friday morning for three-quarters of an hour of prayer, praise, 
meditation and devotion. This is only a beginning, but it is a source of 
strength and inspiration to take this period out of our very full schedule and 
to sit as a united staff at the feet of the Master.

Withal, the question still remains: What progress is to be reported vis- 
a-vis the missionary purpose? We have 
a Student Club consisting primarily of 
non-Christian students. We have a Club 
for the Graduates of the former Ameri¬ 
can College. During the past year I have 
counselled with nearly 700 Iranian stu¬ 
dents who want to study in the United 
States. The growth of the English 
Classes has been mentioned. We have 
an active and thriving institution which 
on the surface, at least, appears to be 
in an excellent state of health. But, with 
all this, for me the barometer of the 
progress of the Foundation has been the 
Sunday evening meetings. 

As most of you know, we have had, 
from the beginning of the Foundation, 
a regular program of Conferences deal¬ 
ing with the Christian message. These are completely voluntary and are open 
to all students who wish to attend. We have had as few as six and as many 
as a hundred and six students at various such conferences during the past 
year. The average attendance has been about twenty-five. We have had such 

men as Professor Hall of Columbia 
University, Professor Elmer Leslie of 
Boston University School of Theol¬ 
ogy, Dr. Charles Leber and Dr. 
Walter Clothier of our Board in 
New York; and various outstanding 
missionaries and National Christians 
from the Iranian Church to speak to 
our students. The fact that the stu¬ 
dents have continued to come to 
these conferences is in itself encour¬ 
aging. Many used to come for the 
purpose of argument only, as re¬ 
ported earlier, but now almost all are 
coming for what they can get out of 
it by way of fellowship and spiritual nourishment.

A week ago we had a young Convert who is a Captain in the Iranian 
Army. He spoke with remarkable power and conviction about his Christian 
experience. It was thrilling to see this young man in uniform standing up 
to declare his faith. You who live in a land where religious freedom is taken 
for granted cannot fully understand the significance of my saying that this 
young Christian Iranian Army Officer spoke to our students. He has had 
much opposition in maintaining his faith, but continues to hold fast and to 
serve as an example of honesty and integrity, in a situation where these 
qualities are sadly lacking. He told me the other day that his Army asso¬ 
ciates say of him: "He is a fine fellow, how unfortunate that he is a 
Christian! ” Then he went on to say that, if it is true that he is a fine fellow, 
it is entirely due to his loyalty to Christ.

During the one time that I had the privilege of visiting with 
you, you indicated that you were making a study of the place 
of all groups in social and religious movements. You indicated 
not only Jesus, but Lesley, and others who have made use of 
fellowship of small groups in the cultivation of the spiritual 
life.

FROM HUGO THOMPSON 

Director of the Project 


You may be interested in a mid-way report on the 1949 Project. Up to this time, 
we in the Project have felt we were still "just beginning". This is partly be¬ 
cause full employment was not reached before this week. 

This type of Project is significant and unique because of the way in which it 
combines three kinds of educative experiences. The meetings we hold with speech¬ 
es, discussions and trips are more like the familiar academic education, although 
the freer atmosphere in which these meetings are held tends to stimulate the 
sense of participation by the student much more than we are usually able to find 
in the average classroom! However, these students are not only hearing, talking 
and reading about industry and its problems, but they are actually engaged in 
jobs as unskilled labor in real industrial situations. As the summer goes on, 
students show increasing appreciation for the significance of this experience as 
an educative one. In addition to the meetings and work experience, our community 
life together in a group is a very important factor. We have a cook ("Mom" 

Hansen to all members of the Project) who does the planning and ordering of food 
as well as the preparing of our one hot meal each evening. The students do all 
of the rest of the help work, however, including waiting on table, washing the 
dishes, sweeping and scrubbing the floors, dusting, keeping the yard trim, etc. 
The experience of household responsibility is a new one for many of the students, 
and the problems involved in cooperative adjustment have involved many new learn¬ 
ings for all. 

Our chief concern at the beginning of this Project was employment. As of July 12 
every student has been employed at least once. Nine students have had the ex¬ 
perience of changing jobs, five of these because of lay-offs, and four by reason 
of voluntary change. On no one day have all students come home with jobs for the 
morrow. We rather suspect that this condition will continue throughout the sum¬ 
mer and that many students will have the experience of "temporary lay-off" which 
means, practically, that they must seek new positions for the rest of the summer. 
We are learning a great deal about the state of the employment market in Los 
Angeles this summer! We do feel that our Project has made an excellent record of 
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employment and for this fact we must thank members of the Advisory Committee who 
have been exceedingly helpful with their counsel and development of contacts. 

Mr, Armand Angel, at the State Employment Office, has been especially helpful, 
and we would be in a difficult situation if we did not have six members of the 
Project employed at Lockheed. 

The program of evening meetings, trips and discussions has fulfilled all expecta¬ 
tions. Not one of these meetings has been a "dud". Everyone has aroused student 
interest and the group has felt it worth while. Each member of the Project has 
had to stretch his mind and interest in new direction's to span the range of things 
which we have discussed and to assimilate the many new facts which have been pre¬ 
sented. You may be interested in a brief summary of our program to date. We 
began with information about Los Angeles and about industrial employment in gener¬ 
al during our "orientation period" at the beginning of the Project. Since 

that time, have included the followings The American Standard of Living (three 
sessions), History and Problems of the Labor Movement, Housing, Communism, 

Free Enterprise, The Organization and Operation of a Big Industry (Lockheed), 

The Program of World Federalists, the Whittier Institute on International Rela¬ 
tions, The NAACP Convention, plus infinite discussions of working experience. 

Some of the program topics planned for the rest of the period include the 
following: The relation of minority groups to the industrial picture, The pro¬ 
blem of incentives and discipline, The Church and reform movement, How we can 
discover the Christian answer to social questions, and more on types of economic 
systems. It will be noted that we are exposing the students to a great variety 
of topics and viewpoints. This is done very deliberately, partly in order that 
students may be informed concerning the variety of views, attitudes, and problems 
which exist in present American industry, and partly because we wish to stimulate 
the members of the Project to do some thinking for themselves. It would be 
utterly impossible for a student to accept all of the views which are being pre¬ 
sented to him without question. He will have to evaluate and choose somewhere! 

One matter which has taken a great deal of our time may be of interest to you. 
Members of last year's project suggested the idea of a "wage, pool". They felt 
that all members of the Project came to Los Angeles about equally qualified, yet 
they obtained jobs paying at widely varying rates. This year* for instance, 
students are being paid all the way from 65^ an hour up to $1.80 per hour. It 
was felt that this wage differential was largely a matter of pure luck, and it 
would be more fair to equalize the situation. Furthermore, everyone recognized 
the possibilities of periodic unemployment by members of the group through no 
fault of their own. After a preliminary discussion, three main proposals were 
made each with various modifications possible. These were .(a) let things take 
their present course, (b) every one chip in on a small unemployment insurance 
fund,(c) a full-fledged pooling of wages. After several discussions it was agreed 
that the last proposal would be adopted provided there were as many as 30 members 
of the Project who were interested in signing for the Wage Pool. Details of the 
plan were worked out and are appended to this Memorandum. At the time of this 
writing, only twenty-five members of the Project have signed up for the Wage Pool, 
and I would not risk a guess as to whether they will try to go ahead with the Pool 
for that group or whether they will seek some other plan. One very interesting 
thing has been the way in which this discussion has brought out all the fundamen¬ 
tal attitudes and questions which are involved in the v/hole discussion of economic 
systems. I believe that these discussions have been very worth while.

Coming to this Project as an outsider whose experience has been altogether in 
other Projects in other parts of the country, I would like to say that I have 
been particularly impressed with the caliber and cooperation of the Advisory 
Committee for the Los Angeles Project.

Dear Friend, 

Last December you signed a joint letter to the press asking for the release 
of imprisoned conscientious objectors. Since that time we have moved even 
farther away from the end of the war, Selective Service has stopped drafting 
anyone (and has been almost forgotten) - but the number of conscientious objectors 
behind prisen bars continues to rise. 

As you have doubtless noted, there has been a steadily increasing chorus of 
protest against this policy of imprisoning men because of their consciences. 

It has been pointed out that some of the sentences (six men are serving three- 
year terms) are longer than those imposed for most serious crimes, that half of 
the prisoners are Quakers, most of the others church members, and all base their 
stand on conscience. Lawyers have pointed out that religious liberty in America 
may supposedly be abridged only in cases of "clear and present danger." Die 
Hartford Courant noted on July 4; 

"Is this handful of C.O.'s a threat to national security? Diis is 

ridiculous. Does a national emergency exist that justifies keeping 

these forty-two young men behind bars? That is also ridiculous. 

Bien why not release them?" 

As a result of these expressions of public concern, there has been some modi¬ 
fication of the government's policy. Die Parole Board has relaxed an earlier 
ban against all C.CT's and has freed some after they have served one third or mere 
of their sentences. The President has been reported as "considering" an executive 
order for "special" paroles. Many new prosecutions will be stopped by a circular 
issued on May 26 to end prosecution in all but the "most wilfUll cases." Despite 
this order, however, ten men were sent to prison in June and July, only four cases 
have actually been dismissed under the order, and prosecutions are continuing 
against a number of Quaker objectors. 

Thus although Department of Justice officials have been telling eur represent¬ 
atives since March that the government agrees that our prisons are no place for 
peacetime conscientious objectors, there are more young C.O.'s in orison today 
than at any tj.me since the prosecutions began . 

Therefore we believe the time has come for a concerted effort to stop all 
these prosecutions, to free all those who are incarcerated because of their 
consciences, and to restore the civil rights lost because of conviction of a 
felony. Will you Join us by (l) signing the enclosed letter to President Twuoan 
(which will also be released to the press) and (2) writing individually to some 
member of Congress and to the Attorney General, asking them to help end this 
Imprisonment of conscience? 

May I hear from you at your early convenience, for we should like to send 
the letter to the President as soon as possible.

Dear Pages, 

We so appreciated your brief note from New Mexico, but, 
alas, your request for us tb keep in contact with you went un¬ 
heeded. Yesterday, though, was our first wedding anniversary, 
and I must wait no longer to sit down and tell you how we've 
fared. 


It has been a wonderfully eventful year. After s brief 
honeymoon in the mountains, we took a two-week Greyhound bus 
trip to Wisconsin to the NIOC conference and to visit Jeanie's 
brother and his family in Indianapolis. Then when we got up to 
Berkeley to go to school, the only place we could get to live 
was way out in ftxtafcoa; Richmond. Fortunately, though, we only 
had to stay-there about three weeks; after that we got a very 
comfortable one-room apartment ,in Berkeley (address above). 

We stayed there the rest of the year, kept our apartment through 
the summer for the next year, and will presumably stay there 
until I've finished seminary. 

Jeanie completed her senior year with the enviable 
record of ten A's and one B. (Her major was political science.) 
She now plans this next year to get her elementary teacher's 
credential and get in a little practice teaching: vie feel that 
it is important for her to have this teacher's "union card" 
available in case she should ever have to support herself. 

I started in my first year at Pacific School -of Religion. 
It has been a thoroughly interesting year. I went there for 
several reasons. I wanted to see what a seminary could offer. 

I wanted to go to a Christian school rather than a secular 
one for .awhile. I wanted to get some systematic training in 
the Bible. I had some GI bill time coming. I wanted to be 
with Buell Gallagher. 

My reactions through the year were varied, 1 found 
not the fellowship of saints I half-consciously expected, but 
I did make some marvelous friendships. I found to my chagrin 
that in many ways PSR was just another professional school 
training ministers just as a medical school might train for 
doctors. I didn't find the spiritual guidance I rather ex¬ 
pected. But I did find a stimulus and a challenge to rigor¬ 
ous study I had never had before. (Typical was the course I 
took tiie last quarter: Church History — eight hours a week 
for twelve weeks covering the entire span of dhurch history; 
during these twelve weeks we had four two-hour exams and two 
tern papers to write of from 20 to 30 pages apiece. 

So the first part of the year I was stimulated. Then 
I began to wonder. Jeanie and i began to get itchy feet and 

decide that wandering is much funner than studying. Here we 
six, buried in our books while Rome burns. Vie should be out 
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DOING something. One year of school would be enough. Maybe 
the academic life is an escape anyway. Isn’t it true that we 
should become BETTER people rather than more EDUCATED people? 

So we thought to ourselves. 

Then we began talking with various people whom -we re¬ 
spected. The upshot of it all was that I not only decided to 
stay in school but decided not to get an MA as I had previous¬ 
ly planrdrag, but my BD. I decided that I had been getting a 
fine education all these years but no particular vocatiorrxny. 
training, and a BD would allow me at least to do SOMETHING in 
the world. I decided that whatever I do should be working 
with my brain and working with people, which indicated preach¬ 
ing, teaching, Y work, or something similar. I decided that 
with all my doubts about the church or the educational system 
it still is better to continue in the groove laid out by soci¬ 
ety till I ca.n no sponger do so. 

The trouble is, you see, I feel it in my bones that 
I'm no preacher. In fact, about the funniest thing that hap¬ 
pened all year long was the results of the psychological 
placement examinations they gave all 22 of us enetering stu¬ 
dents at the beginning of the year. I came out first in in¬ 
telligence, first in knowledge about religion, and 17th in 
aptitude for the preaching ministry. So PSR is stuck with 
me: their star pupil who would probably make the worst preach¬ 
er. , I get A's in all the academic courses, but the Religious 
Education courses bore me, and I got a B-minus in the preach¬ 
ing class. 

In the meantime, Gallagher has left far Washington 
(they have Pitch from Oxy to take his place — I'm going to 
have quite a tussle with his neo-orthodfcxy, I suspedt.) 

And I find I have been thoroughly stimulated by my New Testa¬ 
ment course, the instructor for which has emphasized the 
cultural approach, and the historical and literary criticism 
techniques for analysis of the New Testament. I have become 
completely taken with the problem of isolating that which is 
central in Jesus' teaching which is independent of the Jewish 
culture pattern and independent of the Hellentistic culture- 
pattem-adaptation which Paul (and others made) and what terms 
Jesus' message must be couched in in our modern culture of 
Jung and Freud and economic determinism in order to be as 
world-shaking and vivid as Paul was to the Hellenistic world. 

So maybe I'll end up being a New Testament scholar. Maybe 
I'll end up teaching in a seminary. Maybe I could teach in 
a small religious college like what William.Penn used to be. 

But I imagine I might try preaching for awhile. 
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Fortunately I have had the chance this year for my 
field work to work in a thoroughly unorthodox and creative 
church: Howard Thurman's Fellowship Ghurch in San Franeis- 
co. I have worked with the high school group there, and have 
been considered part of the staff. The business of meeting with 
Thurman week a£ter week and having a part in the worship services 
once in awhile has been overwhelming. 

My contacts with PSR have not been entirely academic, 
though. There were several cell groups flourishing the past 
year, one of which Jeanie and I worked in. And, — and this 
is one of the finest things, — a young couple live just across 
the court from us — the Verne Robinsons — he will be in his 
final year at PSR this year, and is student body president. 

We are so very fond of them, and it,is wonderful to have them 
nearby. There will probably be one or two other couples in 
the housing project next year too, who attend PSR. 


It has been thownaghly worthwhile to live in the Housing 
Project. Codornices Village is one of the very few interracial 
projects in the country, and we cherish this chance to have 
neighbors of all races. About 3/4 of the project is hegro, 
mostly working people; a few students. We have especially 
befriended the children, and I imagine this coming year we 
will start some more organized story-times for them. They cer¬ 
tainly need itJ 

One of the grandest tilings about the past year has been 
our experiments with eating. We may have told you that we 
had great hopes for Multi-Purpose Food. We stuck with it for 
quite awhile, and managed very cheap meals. But we found other 
cheap* ways of eating, and it would have taken far more stoics 
outlooks than ours to stick with MPF. The greatest discovery 
of the year has been Jeanie's: that the garbage cans behind 
the chain grocery stores are crammed full of luscious, thoroughly 
eidble food which has the misfortune to be a day or two older 
than the food which they keep ordering. So we have apples, 
oranges, grapefruit, strawberries, melons, lettuce, cabbage, 
carrots, beans, celery, spinach, everything we could want. 

?fe found a wonderful watermelon when melons were 12$ a pound. 

We found four cocoanuts in the course of the year. We found 
a fine cheese once. It is an adventure to find these tilings, 
it means just a bit of swallowing one's pride to pick them 
up, it helps our budget, it is in a sense an identification 
w ith those overseas v/ho do not have such luscious garbage cans 
to pry into, and it is a protest against the appalling waste 
of our economic system. We have been eating on $4.30 a week 
for the two of us. We could do it on much less if we had to. 

We eat lots of cheese, use powdered milk in cooking and also 
to drink, very little meat, and have loads of fun. It is won¬ 
derful, too, to be able to entertain friends at no extra cost. 
Dinners for four or six rarely cost more than, say, 35$.

Every passing 
day brings new blessings into our lives, and we look forward 
to the years to cone together with high expectations and a deep 
sense of mission and joy. 

This summer we worked for our room and board at Tuo¬ 
lumne Co-op Farms in Modesto. This is the farm that the Burchams 
and the Kramers have started, you may recall. The Burchams left 
for Tracy earlier in the year, but the farm seems to be on a h 
sounder basis tnan I had ever seen it before, and it was a won¬ 
derful, wonderful summer. Neither «3 eanie nor I had been on a 
farm before, and we certainly learned farm skills. Jeanie milked 
cows, did a lot of hoeing, and workid on inside jobs such as 
housepiinting and canning. I irrigated most of the summer, 
helped with goat-milking some, drove the tractor a time or 
two, and helped with raking the alfalfa. Besides the skills 
we learned a great deal about living with ia other people, 
since we lived in extremely close quarters. (It was good to 
vary our living patterns some — this summer was quite a con¬ 
trast from the intense twoness of our lives during the school 
year.) We learned to know many of the people in the Modesto 
FOR circle, which, as you must know, is extraordinarily strong. 

We had the fun of helping out a bit with what seems to be a 
wonderfully creative enterprise. And we made contacts which 

dy pqrya-f. may be of value next summer. (We have been offered 
the chance to help Elmo Wolfe organize a Congregational Church 
there.) 


3o we steat another year together. J eanie managed to 
can about 75 quarts of fruit on the farm from fruit than would 
have rotted on the group of neighboring faims. Ted Klaseen 
(my best man) — who is working on the farm and will probably 
be there indefinitely — gave us a hand mill for a wedding 
present, and we have 100 pounds of wheat grain, so that we 
can have freshly ground flour for our bread and cereal. And 
through the Kramers we got two cases of powdered milk from 
the producers' co-op in Modesto for the astounding price 
of 170 a pound, which will be about 2$ a quart — and we have 
the equivalent of 384 quarts of milk! 

It will be a great year. I think that I will be 
able to continue at Thurman's church. I think that a lot 
of wonderful, fun tilings will happen to us. Maybe I can write 
a little more frequently to let you in on them. 

You are in our thoughts and prayers, arid we hope that 
the year has gone well with you. You are very busy, so don't 
feel you have to write a real long letter.

Lear Alma and Kirby: 

We are most grateful for your work in Arizona and New Mexico. Sorry about 
the flop in Prescott; but we are delighted with the turnout in Albuquerque. 

Both parties escaped bodily injury in the head-on side-swipe accident in 
which we were involved eight miles south of Las Vegas on Saturday,, Sept. 17. 
The road was very narrow (about 20 feet) at that point with precipitous 
ditched on either side, and no shoulders. On seeing* the approaching car, 

I dimmed my lights and moved to the right as far as safety would allow. The 
other car failed to dim his lights and kept coming at me. The crash centered 
just behind the driver*a seat and glass went flying. Fortunately, Etta and 
Janice were in the front seat. Three men in the other car were not injured. 
Uy car is a total loss; it would cost more to repair it (4J400) than the car 
is worth on the market. The other car lost its front left wheel (possibly 
the cause of the accident) and suffered body damage on its left side. 

Etta and Janice were driven to Santa Fe by another car which stopped at the 
scene; while I remained for police and wrecking crew. Santa Fe Friends 
hired a cab to come 60 miles to pick me up plus baggage (and we had a loti) 
and take me back to Santa Fe. The accident occurred at 8 p.m.; six hours 
later I was in Santa Fe. Santa Friends were simply wonderful; the 
Meeting raised a small sum to help defray our costs; and the members really 
took us into their hearta and homes. I forgot to say that the other man 
was not insured; so I collect nothing unless I sue (which I cannot do.) 

I understand we owe you $200 for five days in Arizona and N.M. Have we 
settled for your summer*s work ? Where shall we send the check ? 

We will try to arrange some meetings in Arizona and N.M. on your way to 
Texas in February, as you suggested.

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TUOLUL.HE COOPERATIVE FARM PROGRESS REPORT 
October 1, 19h9 

Four years have marked the course of the Tuolumne Cooperative Farm 
and the living Jay Fellowship program to date* Born in an atmosphere of 
idealism, and scantily clad with far too little of this worlds goods 
needed for operation and development, it has been hard to know sometimes 
whether the babe would live or not* 

Great joy was experienced at the coming to the project of the Ian 
Thierman family two years ago, but this suffered a set back when the 
Thierman*s decided that the project did not suit their interests and needs* 

A major operation was experienced this last winter when likewise the 
Burcham f ami ly decided that a someth at different setting and means of 
gaining a livelyhood would better fit their needs and so withdrew« The 
Burchams are now living in Tracy but continue their interest in the ed¬ 
ucational program of the project. The nerve shock to the system of the 
growing infant, resulting from this major loss was nearly fatal* 

The babe survived, however, making steady but slow gains throughout 
the spring and summer months until now it appears that fair health is 
regained, A child has emerged nearly old enough to start to school* It 
is already challenging its elders and the environment with an ever growing 
lis t of interests and accomplishments * 

Toping the list of happenings are two of real importance. The first 
is the coming of the Kenneth Stevens family, including Dottie, the wife 
and mother, and three sweet "young-uns" Christine S>, Pat 3, and Sue 5 months 
They have recently arrived from Hawaii 'where Ken has been doing Farm Ex¬ 
tension work and farming on his own. The other event is a double header* 

Ted Klaseen who has been with us as a student more than a_year, has been 
accepted as a full member of the farm and within a month is to be married 
to Violet Hardies, Th is will make three families who will be resident 
on the farm this winter* 

The report on other students, past and present, will be of interest to 
many. Don IToble is married to Marilyn iiHliams whom he mot while at the 
farm. They are living at Tracy and working with the cooperative community 
there, Dick Kramer and liilred chitted, the two other students of a year 
ago, were married this summer and are now living in Chicago, He is studying 
in engineering at northwestern University, and she is working in the Cook 
County Department of Social Welfare. This leaves as unreported our one 
remaining elegable batchelor Vail Palmer, who is vdth us as a student for 
his second year. He has become our efficient bookkeeper, goat herdsman, 
and irrigator. He is also adding three courses in accounting at the 
Modesto Junior College to his already broad wealth of knowledge. 

The 15>5 acres of nearly desert land with which we started have seen a 
total of nearly $30,000 of land development. The result is now, 100 acres 
under properly leveled and pipe controled irrigation, with crops to justify 
the long labor and expense. The cow dairy has doubled in size with nearly 
30 head, including the calves and younger stock. The goat dairy has 
sprung up, as goats will, and now numbers over 60 head of milk goats. 

Four building units are numbered in the total progress to datet tiro addit¬ 
ional dwellings, a grade A goat barn, and a general purpose hall with 
dormitory and ktchen facilities attached. The buildings and an adequate 
irrigation pump installation marked the major progress of the first two 
years, whereas land development was the leading item of the past year's 
expansion. 

Although progress seems much too slow, it is probable that we are about 
abreast of our hopes in the program laid out for the first ten years. More 
land development, increasing and impeving both dairies, the development of 
fruit, truck crop and other types of livestock, and an almost untouched 
field of food processing and small industries are still ahead. These vd.ll 
challenge the energies and abilities we have for many years to come. 

The educational program is showing results to justify our main purpose 
in starting the program. It too, however, is still only in the beginning 
stages. Week-end conference; 3 md summer work-study programs have been 
offered from time to time, attracting, and we hope, helping many* The farm 
community has a weekly meeting of' a cell nature, in which group unity is 
central, A program of discussion, individual study and community uplift 
carries throughout most of each year. 

Of the four original families conprising the project, the Burchams 
whereabouts has been mentioned, The Leo Armstrongs and Lawrence Carters 
are still interested and supporting the program though from a distance* 
Armstrongs live at Auberry, California, and have con tributed more than six 
months to the enterprises at the farm. The Carters live in Santa Monica 
where he is experimenting with industrial possibilities for the faim. Both 
wives are teaching school. The Kramers are resident at the farm, she 
teaching in Modesto High School and he serving, as farm manager and direct¬ 
ing the work of the Living Jay Fellowship. 

Gradual expansion is in order as development proceeds. We will need 
more housing whenever new families are added from now on, .although we could 
care for one or two more students v/ith present facilities*

Dear Dr. Page: 

I have your letter regarding the conference on Deepening 
our Prayer Life, and I certainly want to make that a very high and 
rich experience here in the life of our school. 


I want to raise this question now. Since the date for the 
1950 International Convention at Oklahoma City has been set for 
October 10 to 15, this would affect us considerably in the preparation 
for the conferencej although the actual attendance of students and 
faculty would not be greatly hindered, there would be some who would 
stay at Oklahoma City until Sunday afternoon. Of course, if we have it 
on the 16th, I would come home on Sunday, but there would be a number 
of Indianapolis ministers who would be away and could not be drawn in 
on the 16th. However, if your schedule, which I know is a busy one, 
will not permit, say October 2, 23 or 30, I should rather continue on 
the 16 th than to miss out on it next year. 


I thought I would share these circumstances so that, if it 
were possible, we could give every possible advantage to making it a 
great day.

a f a gift of gratitude from the Hollywood Independent Church in appre¬ 
ciation of our guardianship of their church property during the Japanese 
evacuation. Our church decided that the most fitting use of this gift 
might be a cross made of wood sent from Japan. The significance of 
this idea grew upon us all when Miss Eiko Kakita personally brought to 
us from her own church in Hiroshima a package of wood from a camphor 
tree charred by the atomic bomb, A gifted sculptor, Mr, Nishon Toor, 
fashoned this wood into the simple cross we will dedicate. 

Members of our church made possible a reverent and beautiful setting 
for this cross. 

^ the base of the cross are inscribed the New Testament words! 

He is our Peace." It is for peace that the world now cries. But we 
have been going in a direction opposite to peace, and now we are becoming 
shocked by what we human beings are preparing to do to one another* We 
must now turn toward that power which pours through' the man who taught 
us how to forgive. 

This cross, then, will be for us a symbol of the new way, and 
of the release of energy which we need to follow that way. 

We hope that you will all come and that you will come with the 
expectancy that it be a service where we really dedicate ourselves to 
him who is our Peace, 

Rev. Kiyoshi Tanimoto (see John Hershey's Hiroshima ) will bring 
us a message from the people of his church, and Dr, Ryland will give us 
a meditation on the cross.

Dear Kirby: 

This is just a brief report to let you know that I have been working very 
hard setting up your January and February schedules. Tlius far we lave conference 
series lined up for Fullerton, Redlands, Alhambra, Pacific Palisades, Long Beach, 
Whittier, Los Angeles (Owen Geer’s church), Pomona and San Diego. We are still 
negotiating with the Rev. Jesse Perrin of the First Congregational Church in Glen¬ 
dale to hold the second Sunday series in his church. Morgan Edwards did not feel 
that he could interrupt his evening series on Sundays for this purpose. Perrin 
does not ordinarily have a Sunday evening service. We are very anxious to work in 
Glendale, but we have had a great deal of difficulty getting people there to stick 
their necks out, so to speak. 

As a result of this experience in lining up these series, I can say that it 
takes a great deal more time to set up a series of four meetings than it does to 
set up four one-day conferences in as many communities. Some how or other, churches 
in particular are unwilling to have ouch a major emphasis placed on even as important 
theme as "Taking Jesus Seriously in World Affairs." 

There are two adaptations in the conference series that I should, like to bring 
to your attention, and get your consent on. First, is in regard to the Fullerton 
meetings which come on the Sundays in January. Because January 1st is New Years Day, 
the group in Fullerton felt that we ought to limit the series to three meetings, on 
January 8, 15 and 22. They also felt that the late afternoon session ought to be 
primarily for young people, although adults would be encouraged to attend but not 
participate in the discussion, but the evening or 7:30 meeting could very well be 
open to all, adults and young people alike. I hope that this meets with your appro¬ 
val. The second matter does change things a good deal. The San Diego Council of 
Churches is backing the series for San Diego but could not have you on the dates 
that were set up. We had offered them the first four Thursdays in January, but this 
conflicts in many ways with programs that have already been organized. Therefore, 
they suggested that a series on Friday evenings, beginning on February 3 and running 
through the 24th of February, would be more to their liking. This would mean that 
you would have to remain one additional day in the area. I hope that these arrange¬ 
ments are satisfactory with you. 

One other matter. The young people of the Fullerton churches would like to 
meet with you at your home some afternoon after you return in December to do over 
and talk in a preliminary way about the series that is to be held under their 
auspices in Fullerton. I hope that this is aggreeable with you. Undoubtedly Max 
Chamberlin will be getting in touch with ycu upon your return.

Dear Friends: 

Your letter of Oct. 8, mailed from VJauk eg en , Bi’i s., ha s been on 
my desk for^more than two months,while I was trying to find time for. wri¬ 
ting you about what was on my mind when I tried to reach you later in the 
evening,after your P.M.address at Eden .Seminary, If I had.known that your 
stay would be so very brief I should not have,undertaken to get in touch 
with you at tht time. If it seems strange that a retired preacher'should 
fail to find time to writing a certain letter during two months, i shall 
not weary you with the effort to explain,hut the fact remains,and I trust 
you know me.well enough to accept it as such. 



Vhat I had on my mind,and which has: been troubling me for some: time, 
came out. during Miss Lester’s visit here,the week after, you had been here. 

I was not, able to attend the meeting,but the report in the local ’’Fellow¬ 
ship Mews” told about an incident - it was in New Zealand,to be sure,but 
church members are about the same everywhere,aren’t they? - where two un¬ 
sophisticated girls talked to her. One of them said: ”1 never go to church - 
they are always sure to talk about war,or cold war,or defense,or something. 
The other pointed to the inconsistency of the church* young people to be 
brave and become missionaries,and then at school ftfrey-- * »< p i to i ujgj , bayonet 
drills. This is. probably just a straw in the wind, but what I have obeli 
ticing all through the years is,not exactly a ’’cold war” between the FOB. 
and the churches,but rather something like a subconscious hostile indiff - 
rence in the churches toward what the FOR is trying to do (sometimes t'Qi 
develops into a real ’’shooting war”). Probably several reasons ae*t±tb=&» 
iimw'O i for this attitude on the part of the churches could be cited. It seem 
me,however,that the FOR is regarded by most churches,i.e.,the official 
leadership,as a kind of ’’separatist” movewfent which riot only refuses to 
speak the language of Canaan but also stands for something which is really 
foreign to the heart of the Christian Gospel,!.,saving men from sin and 
changing human nature. Do not misunderstand me; I am heartily in accord:, with 
the FOR point of view,and for me there is no difficulty in accepting that 
way of thinking as wholly relevant to the Chr Gosp 1. I do feel/however, 
that, since the Sermon on the Mount was delivered (whether as a whole at one¬ 
time, or in sections on differ nt occasions is immaterial) later than Jesus £ 
conversation with Nicodemus - there can be no doubt about that,can there? - 
the new birth is a fundamental condition for understanding the Sermon on 
the Mount. So what? Could it be that the churches do not appreciate the FOE 
way of thinking because the FOR does not say anything about the new birth? 

It is assumed,of course,but since it is not mentioned in the FOR literature 
that is construed as a denial. On the other hand,the churches ’’believe in” 
regeneration but do not ^insist on it (too often they ignore it); why could 
not the FOR make a statement to the effect that it does accept the necessity 
of a new birth as fundamental to its way of thought and life,thus taking 
the wind out of the sails of those in the churches who regard it as a sepa¬ 
ratist movement?

Dear Friends: 

This Christmas finds us with even less time to write Christmas letters, 
and even more to whom we wish to write. Our Christmas Family includes 
people in Europe and the Middle East as well as various parts of the 
United States. 

Most of you know of Ray’s nine and a half months abroad during this past 
year. On Christmas Day 1948 the letter from the American Friends Service 
Committee arrived at Gilman inviting Ray to assist in the work of Relief 
for Palestine Refugees sponsored by the United Nations and administered 
by the American Friends Service Committee. Within four weeks Ray was on 
a plane headed for the Middle East. 

The work in Palestine included: a month of being in charge of the food 
distribution at a camp of 13,500 Arab refugees; nine days in Falouja 
at the time of the evacuation of the Egyptian army, and the coming of 
the Israel army; and four and a half months in Israel administering re¬ 
lief to Arab refugees and helping to build a program of reconciliation 
between Jews and Arabs. At the Quaker Center there were such projects 
as a musical program by a Jewish string quartette with a group of about 
eighty-five Jews and Arabs in attendance. 

A-Long with the work of relief and reconciliation there was opportunity 
for travel and visits: the pyramids and sphinx near Cairo; the anti¬ 
quities at Luxor, Egypt; the Garden of Gethsemane and Mount of Olives; 
the Holy places in Old Jerusalem; the Church of the Nativity at Bethle¬ 
hem; numerous visits to Nazareth and the Sea of Galilee; and a trip from 
Beirut to Damascus, to Aman and across the Allenby Bridge to Jericho and 
Jerusalem. 

The trip home was by United Nations plane to Geneva; ten days to visit 
Switzerland, Frankfurt, Germany and Paris; and then to Genoa, Italy for 
a stormy eleven-day boat trip, arriving at New York October 4th. 

In January we had stored our household goods at Gilman, Ruth went along 
to Philadelphia for a few days. Then, she and the boys were at North 
Jackson until June when they went to Pendle Hill at Wallingford, Penn¬ 
sylvania. In August they went on a camping trip with Ruth's brother, 
Charles-, and then returned to Pendle Hill to wait for Ray. 

It was joyous getting together on October 4th, And we were all eager to 
learn where we should next live and work. One day Paul had said to Ruth, 
"Mama, will we ever have a home again?" Definite plans developed more 
quickly than we had dared hope. 

On November 1st Ray began his work as College Secretary for the Middle 
Atlantic Region of the American Friends Service Committee. His office 






is Room 808 at 20 South Twelfth Street, Philadelphia, His area includes 
New York State (except New York City), Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Delaware, 
Maryland, West Virginia, and Washington, T.C. His work is to visit as 
many colleges as possible in this area to interpret to students and 
faculty the motivating purpose of the American Friends Service Committee 
program, and to recruit participants in the six A.F.S.C. Summer Projects: 
International Service Seminars, Institutional Service Units, Internes in 
Industry, Internes in Coops, and Work Camps in United States, Mexico and 
Europe, 

On November 15 th we moved to our new home. It is the downstairs apart¬ 
ment of a large remodeled house in the yillage of Gwynedd, across the 
road from the Gwynedd Quaker Meeting, a mile and a quarter from the , 
school, and a mile and a quarter from the Gwynedd Valley Suburban sta¬ 
tion. We are indeed glad to be together in our new home, 

David expressed our gratitude and longings quite well when he said in a 
prayer one evening, "We thank you, God, for our nice home. We are glad 
we do not have to live in tents with holes in like some people in Pales¬ 
tine, And we are glad we do not have to live in broken-down houses like 
some people in Europe, And we hope that all these people will soon have 
nice places to live like we do." 

More than ever our trust and hope is in the way of Love in all the re¬ 
lationships of life. The offer of the Christ Child to you and to me 
and to all the world is the Way of Peace and Love, "Where meek souls 
will receive Him still, the dear Christ enters in." 

We have tried to share with you. We would be glad to hear from you. 

We wish for you and yours the fullest blessings of the Christmas Season,

(It was the first PieriODDical to aPier in California (1937); we calculate it's the 
first one in the whole U8.) We christen this number "Lucky 13" because you are so 
lucky to have survived up to 13 of ’em and we are lucky' indeed still to have you on 
the subscription list - tho some of you have been too still recently. And having 
completed 12 years in the Golden State we are practically natives and join with the 
other ’U9ers in celebrating the Centennial of the discovery of gold, even tho we did¬ 
n't get any of it. We live in sight of Sawmill Peak where the largest gold nugget 
(5U lbs) ever discovered was found back in the gold digging days of old Dog Town, a 
suburb of Paradise. But gold doesn't make Paradise. You see no golden slippers here. 

The biggest hunk of gold we ever discovered in our young lives is worth a lot more 
than that famous Dog Town nugget. It is the nugget of love and friendship, best 
shown in the life and "love of Christ which passes understanding" and well shown in 
the lives of our friends and loved ones. This Christmas is a good time to be 'h9ers 
again and go back to the "diggins" and go a little deeper into the meaning of friend¬ 
ship and fellowship. It is a good time to celebrate our discovery and stake our 
claim by telling you, our good friends and relatives, that we appreciate the real 
gold - no fool's gold in that - that you have given us and simply to say we love you, 
each one, in the same old way, with improvements, we trust, as the years roll on. To 
go deeper into that Mine with the Golden Door called Friendship takes more than just 
curbstone philosophers like us, but we think that "so the whole round earth is bound 
by gold chains about the feet of God." 

Quoting a good friend, "We are here by being careful" and are thankful for and enjoy 
just being here. Bertha's calcium tests showed ups and downs, Stan's eye had 3 set¬ 
backs and slow recoveries, but we think we're on the up and when we cast an eye about 
and listen in on the world we think we have much to be thankful for this Christmas. 
Bertha even goes to Church again and Stan keeps young with the Scouts and work with 
the Chico Council of the Blind, an organization formed last Spring. The wonderful 
good cheer and sheer courage of many in that group who refuse to be "handicapped" is 
an inspiration. Note "Council of, not for the Blind." 

As 2 Americans who greatly benefit by the tax dollars spent by us all, we want to 
thank each one of you for your part in something that means a great deal to us. Re¬ 
cently we got our talking book machine and have already listened to 12 books. The 
machines and book records are furnished the states by the Library of Congress. Cali¬ 
fornia has 2,500 machines and $2,000 books. They are furnished free to any blind per¬ 
son who continues to use them. Our first book "How to Stop Worrying and Start Living" 
by Carnegie, was good medicine and we highly recommend it. Braille, mentioned in pre¬ 
vious ODDicals, also a part of the splendid service rendered by your tax dollar, con¬ 
tinues to fill one of our needs. 

According to the Good Book, not many find the crooked trail that leads up the hill to 
Paradise, but our Guest Book, which is another pretty good book, records the names of 
some 15 old friends. A rotogravure supplement would be required to properly report 
that highly esteemed conpany who came from California, Chile, China, Colorado, Ohio, 
Oklahoma, Tennesee, Washington, D.C. and Wisconsin. Each one livened up our lives, 
contributed much to our gold pile of Friendship, and left us wistfully looking down 
the road as they departed. 






Since coming here 5 years ago we have been especially favored by visits from 7 miss¬ 
ionary friends from the past and present: Linda Goodsel Blake, Turkey; Lulu Boles, 
India; Everett and Irene Simonds, India, Mexico, Cuba; Dr. Paul Harrison, Arabia; A, 
Elmer and Del Turner, Mexico, Chile; Catherine Hsueh, China; Margaret Seeclc, China, 
Malaya. Each has meant much to us in the past and as they came to us here, and the 
old missionary flame of our youth was rekindled. Some of you may recall that in 1919 
we were to sail for Tokio where we were to work in the YMCA, but the Doc stopped us 
ere we reached the dock - maybe fortunately for the Japanese. But we have tried to 
keep up our interest and action for the missionary enterprise. 

Is "Missions" an "old fashioned" notion for such "moderns" as we? Well, our views on 
the solution of world problems have changed thru the years, since 1919, but we still 
believe that a whale of a job awaits the Christian community of the world. At this 
Christmas Season ought not we Americans to rethink our attitudes in the light of the 
One whose birthday we celebrate, not forgetting that He said, "Go ye into all the 
world...", "Blessed are the Peacemakers..." Shall we say "Merry Christmas", but mean 
it for all, even the billion or so who haven't a chance - this Christmas - to be 
merry. 

Little Catherine Hsueh, wife of the Head of Foo Chow College, took our Church folks 
by storm with her marvelous wit and humor in a deeply moving story of hardship and 
suffering endured by her boys in their heroic struggle for an education during the 
wars. We joined her cause by taking on Chen Jen Hwa who turned out to be tops in his 
class last year. His picture indicates a handsome fellow in anybody's Country. 

For a considerable part of our lives we have been "tithers" and think it a right i- 
dea. So we have a few dollars to invest in the above and other projects: American 
Friends Service Committee, doing a grand job of rehabilitation in so many of the 
world's sore spots. A goat to Okinawa, thru "Heifers For Relief", now interdenomina¬ 
tional and inter-faith. A bicycle for a hard working Pastor, thru our good friends 
the Titus's, Maradabad, India - where our Phyllis was born. CARE packages to Finland 
and Germany, from which we have received grateful, heart-warming letters. The Centen¬ 
nial Extension of our Church to new fields in California. Peace work of the Fellow¬ 
ship of Reconciliation and War Resisters League. These and a few other investments 
have given us the thrill of having a small part in rebuilding a badly messed up 
world. 

Daughter Phyllis is in her Uth year of teaching Interpretive dancing at Georgia State 
Womans College, Valdosta. Hilary, 10 and Julian, 8, doing well in school. Son-in-law, 
Richard Valente, had his musical show, "River Fire" (Similar to "Show Boat") produced 
at a theatre in Atlanta. It received high praise from critics. He is back in New York 
City writing another and working for further production in New York. We all hope for 
his success, but it's a "rough and rocky road" to Broadway. (ShakeSPier.) 

Last January Stan visited his Father and Step-mother in Manhattan Beach and a few 
friends in the L.A. area. We spent a memorable Thanksgiving at Woodland, in the home 
of Dr. Ray Nichols and Family (old friends from our years with students in Oklahoma). 
Otherwise we have been fairly well grounded in 'J4.9» We plan a trip soon to the L.A. 
region, probably staying in the house trailer of our Potter Valley friends, the Wal¬ 
tons, in San Gabriel. We want to be near Stan's Father, now 82 and not so well. His is 
at the Santa Anita Sanitarium, Temple City, not far from San Gabriel. 

Another volume could be written about that pile of letters from U-all. About 22 of 
them were multi-copy Newscasts and corkingly fine specialties, many of which we wish 
we could equal. All, personally written and multies, we have taken very personally 
and wish we could do a better job of answering. Our vocabulary and space have about 
run out sooo.. our heartfelt thanks, good wishes for your best Christmas, and "God 
bless us every one" as we go over the half century hunp into 1950.
